New York, May. 16.—Greatest 
gains in registratign of +automo- 
biles were shown in the southern 
states, the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce reports in a 
review of the automobile industry 
for last year. In announcing that 
there were 7,558,848 motor vehicles 
registered in the United States, the 
chamber reported that one-third of 
the automobile owners gre farmers 
and that the greatest Bi a ah of 
increase in registration had been 
found in the cotton-growing sec- 
tions of the south. 

This exceptional gain, it states, 
is due to the fact that there have 
been heavy demand’ for cotton-dur- 
ing the war and since which have 
put the south in a strong financial 
position and has enabled thousands 
of cotton growers to use motor 
power for transportation. whereas 
in the pre-war days the greater 
part of Dixie was too poor to af- 
ford efficient farm equipment.

HEROIC CHAPLAIN 
OF 60TH INFANTRY 
DIES IN HOSPITAL 


News was received in Atlanta 
Sunday of death at St. Luke’s hos-;

RAILWAY WORKERS 
DEMAND ADVANCE 


Officials Believe Future 
of American Transperta- 
tion Depends on Result 
of Hearings in Chicago. 


RAIL BROTHERHOODS 
WARN AGAINST DELAY 


Asserted That ‘Workers 
Are Growing Impatient 
and That It Is Exceed-’ 
ingly Difficult to Keep 
Them at Work. 


Chicago, May 16.—On the hear- 
ing of railway wage demands, to 
be opened here tomorrow by the 
United States railway labor board, 
depends the future of American 
transportation. 

Presidents and other high offi- 
cialg of great railway systems, ane 
the leaders of the seventeen rail- 
road unions were unhanimrously of 
this opinion here tonight. 

On the decision of the board will 
depend whether 2,000,000 railroad 
workers are to receive demanded 
wage increases which, roughly, ex- 
ceed $1,000,000,000 a year, or adjust- 
ments recommended not being ac- 
ceptable to the workers, if trans- 
portation, already crippled, is to be 
further hampered by a_ general 
strike. 

Both theerailroad officials and 
the union leaders appear optimis- 
tic that the settlement will prove 
M@huitable and the danger of a_gen- 
eral railroad strike eliminated. 

In a statemeht ..issued tonight, 
however, the union leaders declare 
that a minimum of $2,500 annual- 
ly for railroad workers is impera- 
tive. The’ statement is signed by 
every official of importance in the 
brotherhood ranks. 

The railroads confine statements 
to informal announcements that 
the matter ia entirely in the hands 
of the wage board. 

The hearings . will continue for 
two weeks, it is expected, and a de- 
cision igs looked for in June. 

‘The brotherhoods’ statement was 
issued by Warren Stone, grand 
chief of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, and W. G. Lee, 
president of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen. , 

Breakdown is Faced, 

“The countty is face to face with 
the menace of a breakdown in 
transportation service,” it declares. 
“Already the efficiency and safety 
of the service have been seriously 
impaired by the action of thousands 
of employees Who voluntarily have 
quit to find higher wages else- 
w here. The car ghortage now 
threatening to stop the wheels of 
all industry in the country is one 
ofAhe first traceable effects to the 
failure to provide the railway work- 
ers with a living wage. Moreover, 
railroad travel is becoming hazard- 
ous by reason of the reduction 
almost one-third in the number 
track walkers whose duty it is 
guard the roads against causes 
wrecks and other accidents. 

‘“As the chosen representative 
the 2,000,000, railroad workers we 
have every confidence thas the de- 
cisiun of the railroad labor board 
in the wage question with which it 
is now engaged will be equitable 
and just and arrived at with all 
possible speed. But, acutely cun- 
scious of the gravity of the situ- 
ation in the transportation industry, 
we feel it our duty to acquaint the 
country with the essential facts. 

“We have submitted evidence that 
only two and one-half per cent of 
the whole army of railroad work- 
ers are receiving a living wage to- 
day. This small percentage is com- 
posed almost wholly of division of- 
ficials, general mechanical fore- 
men, other supervisory groups. Ex- 
pert opinion, predicted on incontro- 
vertible facts, indicates that the 
lowest figure at which a family of 
five can live in health and reason- 
able comfort is $2,500 a year. 

“More than 600,000 railroad work- 
ers.do not earn in a normal yéar 
$1,075, below which figure nearly 
three-quarters of the families are 
under-nourished, and seven-cights 
are under-clad. 

Discipline Hard te Keep. 

“With these conditions it is natu- 
ral that officials /of railroad unions 
are finding trouble keeping discip- 
line in their ranks and that men 
are leaving railroad service for oth- 
er employment or throwing respect 
for wage agreements to the winds. 

Among the railroad presidents 
expected to appear Monday are Hale 
Holden, president of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy; James Gor- 
man, Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific; H. Bryan, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, and ae 
Kinley, Chicago and Northwestern.

NOT INCLUDED IN PLAN 


Intimated That This 

Would Not Be Possible 
Unless the United States 
.T6ok Part in Confer-. 
ences—Plan to Be Pre- 
Sented to Germany. 


‘Hythe, England, May 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The Anglo- 
Frenchscombination which has suc- 
ceeded the big four in the manage- 
ment of the allies’ dealings with 
Germany, determined at Sunday’s 
session here upon the principles for 
the settlement of both the German 
indemnity and inter-allied debts. 

The principles are that the finan- 
cial experts of the two governments 
ghall recommend a lump sum for 
the indemnity and that the pay- 
ments of the inter-allied debts 
shall proceed parallel with Ger- 
many’s payments. 

This arrangement is a substitute 
for Premier Millerand’s , proposal 
-under* whieh most* stress was laid 
upon the immeédlate payment of a 
large sum to France. The French 
delegation, however, appeared sat- 
isfied with the results of their mis- 
sion. 

Debt to VU. 8S. Not Included. 

The present purpose of the “big 
two” is to present the experts’ 
plan to the Germans at Spa. Ac-, 
cording to experts here, the ques- 
tions of the amount of time and the 
method of payment are yet to be 
considered. 

The debt to the United States is 
not embraced in the new plan and 


| the government’s spokesman inti- 


mated that this wauld not be pos- 
Sible without the participation by 
the United States in the confer-« 
ences, Recognition of Belgium’s 
priority claims upon Germany still 
stands. The proportional allotment 
of the German indemnity, “made 
eight months ago, by which France 
gets 55 per cent and Great Britdin 
25 per cent, stands, according to 
today’s agreement. 

The creditors of the allies are 
distinct gainers by the new plan, 
because it virtually makes Ger- 
man payments toward the indem- 
nity guarantees for the inter-allied 
debts... The French consider them- 
selves gainers, on the dne hand, be- 
cause it now becomes doubly to 
Great Britain’s interest to press

the bargain by which Great Brit- 
ain allots to France 45 per cent 
of all-coal exported.

Statement Is Issued. 


An official statement issued at 
the close of the conference said: 

“The British and French gvuyvern- 
ments recognize on the one hand 
that it ig to the general interest 
that reparation for losses and dam- 
ages caused by the war should be 
secured as soon as possible, and 
with this object in view it is neces- 
sary #esources should be made ef- 
fectively available without delay, 
and on the other hand that it is 
desirable Germany should be put in 
a position to regain her financial 
autonomy by speedy fulfillment of 
her obligations, 

“The two. governments are fur- 
ther of the opinion that in order 
to provide a solution for the eco- 
nomic difficulties which ar@ grave- 
ly weighing upon the genefal situ- 
ation of the world and in order to 
mark a -definite beginning/of the 
era of peace it is important to ar- 
rive “at a@ settlement waich shali 
embrace the whole body of the in- 
terfiational liabilities which have 
been left as a legacy of the war, 
and which shall at the same time 
insure a paraliel liquidation of the 
inter-alNed war debt and of thé repa-— 
ration of the debts of the central 
empire. 

“Accordingly experts from each 
of the two countries will be charged 
to prepare immediately for exami-

Brown with his fist. when 
the. latter w his revolver ahd 
shat the officer through the head. 

Andrew, the young son of the 
marshal, who. witnessed the shoot- 
ing, is said to have run a short 
distance between the store and his 
home and to have secured a in- 
chester rifle. As he returned to the 
store, it ig\stated, Brown saw what 
his intent was and opened fire 
with his pistol, firing two shots at 
the boy. Yousog Stinchcomb was 
undaunted by the shooting, how- 
ever, and reaching the store, he 
fired a bullet from his rifle into 
Brown’s chest near the heart. 

Brown lived about an hour after 

he was wounded, and Marshal 
Stinchcomb lived two hours after 
Brown had @#ed. Both Brown and 
Stinchemob were among the most 
prominent citizens of this county, 
and were none of old and high- 
ly respected families, 
” Sheriff Kerlin, of Payette county, 
who rushed to the scene of the mur- 
der and made a complete investiga- 
tion, returned today to Fayettevil'e, 
where he lodged Andrew Stinch- 
comb tn jail on a warrant for mur- 
der said to have been sworn out by 
“a relative of Brown. 

Funeral arrangements for the 
two dead men have not yet been 
announced. 


NIGHT OF TERROR’ 


FOR LONDONDERRY 


The Irish City at the Mer- 

cy of Mobs for Hours. 
One Man Killed and, 
Several Wounded. 


Belfast, May 16.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Londonderry expe- 
rienced a night of terror Saturday, 
part of the city being for hours at 
the mercy. of riotous mobs. During 
the disturbances Sergeant’ Dennis 
Moroney ief of the special crim- 
inal department of the city, was 
shot through the right lung and 
died within half an hour. London- 
derry thus gains the unenviable 
reputation of being the scene of the 
first police murder in Ulster since

Moreover, a two weeks’ 
recess, during which the court has 
been writing opinions, ends Mon- 
day. If the decision isn’t given 
then, it will come June.1 ‘or 7, os:

Much misinformation is in circu- 
lation about the effect of a deci- 
Sion declaring the constitutional 
amendment invalid or thé enforce- 
ment law unconstitutional.

- Wartime Prohi In Effect. 

. Wattime prohihition is still in ef- 
fect, and will remain in effect un- 
til peace is proclaimed. The court 
uvecided that before constitutional 
prohibition became effective, even 
light beer and wines could not be 
legally sold if the amendment and 
enforcement laws were wiped off 
the books completely. 

Nine of the suits before the court 
directly attack various angles ot 
the amendment and Volstead act. 
Another questions the validity of

ular referendum voted wet after 
the legislature had approved the 
amendment. Still another suit in- 
‘volves the right of prohibition 
agents to confiscate liquor. 

Chief among the suits are those 
of Rhode Island and New Jersey, 
which question the power of 
the federal government to 
make those states dry when their 
citizens want them wet. Other 
points raised are whether’ the 
amendment was legally adopted, 
whether congress can fix the alco- 
holic content of beverages, and 
whether states can provide a high- 
er percentage than congress. 

If the court upholds prohibition, 
the only hope of making the coun- 
try wet rests with congress. Alter- 
ation of the Volstcad act would per- 
mit sale of liquor with a greater 
percentage of alcohol than one-half 
of one per cent, the present legal 
maximum.

Washington, May 16.—Carranza’s 
failure to remain a military factor 
in Mexican affairs has caused

Confirmation of earlier reports 
that the deposed president had 
been driven from the field where, 
with a little army of loyal troops, 
he had been making a stand for 
nearly a week. was contained in an 
account of the revolutionary vic- 
tory sent by Alvaro Obregon 4o 
de La Huerta, provisional president, 
and by him forwarded today to his 
agents here. Obregon asserted the 
old man had sought a hiding place 
in the mountains west of Jalapa, 
with only a small cavalry escort 
and a few personal adherents. The 
State department, however, was 
without official advices. 

No Mention of Consul. 


No mention was made by Obregon 
of the L.itish cons::! at Vera Cruz, 
and the two A .ericans who accom- 
panied Carranza in his flight from 
the capital and who were caught in 
the fighting, nor had the state de- 
partment received word concerning 
them. T!l.e only information regard- 
ing Mexico received by the state de- 
partment, it was announced, was 
Lave ¢ --rning conditions in Mon- 
terey and a delayed report of the 
adhesion of the federal forces in 
Guadalajara to the revolutionary 
movement May 12. In Monterey all 
public vuffices were said to be oper 
ating as usual, and the de facto 
forces were respecting the rights of 
foreigners and nationals alikr. 
Foodstuffs were reported to have 
increased in pric: and the 1locu! 
chamber of commerce adopted reliet 
measures in behalf of the poor. 

The repair of the lines of commu- 
nication had not yet progressed far 
enough to enable even the govern- 
ment to obtain its reports except in 
fragmentary form, although wires 
out of Monterey were being re- 
stcred. 

Rebels to Ask Loan. 


Anticipating the demands that 
the new government in. Mexico is 
expected to make on the money 
markets of the world for loans, it 
is known banking representatives 
have unofficially discussed the 
financial situation with the state 
department. Although representa- 
tives of the de facto government 
in the United States have asserted 
no effort would be made to obtain 
a loan until a provisional govern- 
ment was set up, representatives of 
a group of New York banks are said 
to have decided that until the forces 
that drove Carranza from power 
had given them and the American 
government satisfactory assur- 
ances that foreign interests would 
be safeguarded in Mexico, no money 
would be advanced. This determi- 
nation was reported to have re-, 
ceived the support of Paris and 
London banking houses. 


Canonization 
Of Joan of Arc 
By Pope’Benedict 


|Greatest and Most Im- 


pressive Function Ever 
Performed in Basilica of 
Historic St. Peter’s. 


Rome, May 16.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.)—The canonization of 
Joan of Arc was celekrated by Pope 
Benedict this morning in St. Peter’s. 
It was the greatest and most im- 


historic basilica not 
present pontiff, but 
centuries past. 

The interior of St. Peter’s was 
lighted by thousands of incandes- 
cent bulbs and wax candles, and 
the enormous pillars of the basilica 
were decorated with priceless an- 
cient crimson damask, The papal 
throne was erected behind the high 
altar, having a small tribune for 
the papa! family. Another tribune 
that attracted much attentfon con- 
taihed 140 descendants of the fam- 
ily of Joanof Arc. These, belonging 
to all ranks of life and coming from 
all parts of France, «had for the 
most part never met each other be- 
fore. Three times as many applied 
for seats as relatives of Joan of 
Arec’s family, but their claims were 
not admitted. 

Further along there was a trib- 
une for the Roman aristocracy, the 
Knights of Malta headed by Count 
Lambertenghi, the diplomatic body 
accredited to the holy see anda 
special mission headed by Gabriel 
Hanotaux, sent by the French re- 
public. 

The pontiff was received at the 
entrance to the basilica by Car- 
dinal Merry Del Val, archpriest of 
St. Peter’s, with the vatican chap- 
ter. The choir sang “Tu Es Petrus.” 
while the faithfu) sank to their 
knees, but did vot allow any de- 
tails of the magnificent procession 
to pass unobserved.

Washington, May 16.—Near’y half 
the women in industry in Virginia 
work ten hours a day and many 
women workers are employed un- 
der unsatisfactory sanitary condi- 
tions, the women’s bureau of the 
department of labor found recent- 
ly, in conducting a survey by re- 
quest of Governor Westmoreland 
Davis. In making public its find- 
ings today the bureau recommend- 
ed that women should not be re- 
quired or permitted to work more 
than eight hours in' any one day, 


nor more than half a day on Sat- 
urday, be given half an hour for 
meals and not be employed between 
midnight and 6 a. m. 
Recommendations to improve san- 
itary conditions were made, and it 


was suggested that one or more 


women be appointed in the bureau 
of labor and industrial statistics 
with full authority to investigate 
conditions and enforce the laws. 
Adequate inspectors to enforce the 
laws regulating conditions in in- 
dustrial establishments also was 
recommended. 

“Thousands of women working in

He said that when the convicts 
are sent out to work in the morn- 
ing they go “without other guards 
than the foreman, and that officer 
was not permitted to carry arms.” 
' Yet, he said, “despite the small 
number of keepers, only two pris- 
oners have been lost in two 
years!”

The fact has been dem- 
onstrated, too, that in many cases 
of so-called retardation and “back- 
wardness” in school children the 
fault lies, not in the child’s brain, 
but in the condition of hjs teeth. 

Many cities, recognizing the 
proven relationship between the 
teeth and health and mental devel- 
opment, have during recent years 
established free dental clinics in 
connection with the school sys- 

tem. In some of them dentists are 
employed by the school board, and 
paid for their services out of the 
public school ‘treasury; but in 
most instances the dentists of the 
city have generously donated their 
time and talent in the interests of 
the public welfare.

Similarly, no 
member of congress can any 
longer be regarded as compe- 
tent to deal with legislation af- 
fecting other nations and the

The trade commissionér’s investi- 
gations showed that the textile’ 
trade of Argentina has always been 
dominated by British interests, 
nearly one-half the actyal imports 
of piece goods being wenerally from 
Practically all the im- 
ports of French. goods consis, of 
the higher grade, finer materials in 
which labor and preparation repre- 
sent a large proportion. The most 
remarkable increase made by any 
country in the piece goods trade 
with Argentina has been that of 
Japan, which prior to the war oce- 
cupied a negligible position, sup- 
plying less than $48,000 worth of 
goods per year, against almost $5,- 
000,000 in 19t8. This répresents an 
increase for Japan of 4,512 per cent 
in volume and 10,142 .per cent in 
valuc, giving that country fourth 
place among the ‘supplying nations. 

The United Statés has sold to 
Argentina praetically all. classes of 
cotton, woolen and silk materials, 
and the general. opinion of import- 
ers, My. Garry*' reports, is that 
American fabrics are, on the whole, 
well made and well designed. The/| 
buyers find ’among American goods 
many medium-class fabrics suited 
to the demands of the Argentine 
market, and during the war prices 
were quite as advantageous as 
those quoted by other ‘suppliers. { 
Such complaints as arise are con- 
cerned with service rather than 
with the actual merchandice. 


About 20 per cent of the total 
amount of textiles In the piece con-} 
sumed in Argentina are manufac- 


tured in the country itself. The 
war gave a great impetus to the 
development of this domestic ac- 
tivity. Mr. Garry states, however, | 
that most persons in touch with 
textile manufacturing in Argentina 
are not optimistic over the imme- 
diate future of the industry. In 
normal times the local mills have 
not, been very successful in com- 
péting with foreign centers, and the 
history of the industry. shows too 
many failures to justify a large 
and serious entry into this phage 
until the world’s markets become 
stabilized and the outcome of labor 
agitation in Argentina is deter- 
mined.

GIS 1 PREDICTED 
NOL CONSUMPTION 


Washington, May 16.—Rapidly in- 
creasing consumption of oil and 
gasoline has brought a critical pe- 
riod in liquid fuel, the outcome of 
which cannot be foreseen, the bu- 
reau of mines warned today. 

Director Van H. Manning said 
oil consumption is increasing ‘at a 
much faster rate than production, 
and that 1920 will witness a huge 
consumption of gasoline. 

He asserted only enough oil is in 
the ground in the United States to 
satisfy consumption for twenty 
years, and pointed out the impor- 
tance of Mexican fields. 

“While 1920 began with an in- 
creasing oil production the  con- 
sumption has increased so much 
faster that in January, February 
and March it was necessary to take 
3,373,000 barrels of crude oil from 
storage to meet the current needs,” 
said Manning. 

‘In the United States the yield 
of the north Texas fields has ap- 
parently receded from the maximum 
and is now on the decline, and 
unless new fields are there discov- 
ered, the production for 1920 is 
likely to be less than for 1919. 

“The demand for kerosene con- 
tinues to be active and the’ price 
of kerosene has doubled in a little 
over a year’s time. The price of 
fuel oil has also doubled.”

beck, on the Hudson, at 8:30 o'clock 
tonight on the 96th anniversary of 
his wirth,. 

Mr. Morton wes taken ill witk 
a slight cold three or four days 
ago, vut his condition dia not be- 
come serious until this morning, 
when bronchial pneumonia deyel- 
oped. Ite lapsed intu unconscious- 
ness soon atier, and the end came 
peacerully at 8:50 o’clock. With 
him at his bedside when he died 
were iis daugnter, Mrs. Helen Mor- 
ton, who hau made her home with 
him at Ellershe, his country 
late, since the acath of Mrs. Morton 
in August, 1913; his daughter and 
son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Wéllhiam 
C. Mustic, of Wasuington, D. C., and 
his nephew, Morton Minot. Anoth- 
er daughter, Miss Mary Morton, of 
Germantown, Venn. will arrive to- 
morrow morning, naving been un- 
able tu reach HRuinebeck tonight.

Although born the son of a 
clergyman in poor circumstances ar 
Snoreham, Vt., in 1824, he iorceu 
his way to the front in the business 
and financial world until he be- 
Came one of the money powers of 
the country. HHe had the blood of 
a financier in nis veins—descend- 
ant as he was of George Morton, or 
york, kingland, who raised funds to 
send the Pilgrims to America on 
the Mayflower.

Morton’s financial operations 
brought him into politica! prom- 
inence. He entered congress in 
1878 and established a reputation 
In the fight over unlimited free 
coinage oO1 silver. He was urged 
to accept nomination for vice pres- 
ident with .President Garfield, but 
declined. He weg offered a portfo- 
lio in the cabinet as secretary of 
the navy, and retused again. 

_ The offer to become minister to 
France appealed to him. He ac- 
cepted and remained during Gar- 
field's and Arthur’s (administra- 
tions. He secured the legal] status 
of American corporations in France. 
He drove the first nail in the con- 
Struction of the Statue of Liberty, 
and publicly accepted it in 1864 in 
behalf of the United States. He 
established himself so firmly in the 
hearts of the French people that 
the square on which his legation 
stood in Paris was named “Place 
des Etats Unis.” 
_ When a New York man was de- 
sired in 1888 to stand on the re- 
publican national ticket with Ben- 
jamin Harrison, Mr. Morton was 
the choice of the convention bv a 
large majority. As presiding offi- 
cer in the Senate he gained the 
praise of both parties for the vigor 
and fairness of his policy. Mr. 
Morton concluded his political 
reer as governor of his state, tak- 
ing office in. 1895 and serving two 
years. He signed the bill which 
abolished the ward-trustee system 
of school government in New York 
city, and the so-called Raines liq- 
uor law. 

After leaving office in his vig- 
orous old age he still was active in 
the directorates of many corpora- 
tions. He was -rated a milHonaire 
many times over.

‘Effort May Be Made to 
Amend Ordinance to Put 
Back One-Way Street 
Provision. — 


Relief fromthe acute traffic con- 
gestion on Atlanta’s downtown 
streets is expected to result from 
city couheil’s action on the nroposce ! 
new traffic ordir-=nce which will be 
presented for passage this after- 
noon as amended and recommended 
by the joint committees on ordi- 
nance and streets. ae 

In its essential features, the ofdi- 
nance now stands virtually “as: 
framed by a citizens’ commission 
appointed by Mayor Key, with the 
exception of one-way ‘streets, which 
were eliminated by the committces. 
It is thought possible that an effort 
will be made to amend the ordinance 
to re-include one-way streets, but 
no serious division is looked for 
over this question. " 

Sslicnt' Features. 

Some of the more salient provi- 
sions Of the measure are the crea- 
tion of a non-parking zone, embrac- 
ing practically the entire downtown 
business «district» the establishment 
of a “limited zone” in a district 
surrounding the non-parking area 
in which vehicles may be parked fo: 
a continuus period of one hour be- 
tween the hours of 8 o'clock in the 
morning and 7 o’clock in the eve- 
ning, and the eclim'>-tion of certain 
pstreet car stops. which, in effect, 
will be an inausuracion the 
“skip-stop” system on_ partiicular 
downtown strects. 

Hotels will not be allowed to Keep 
taxicabs or other cars standing in 
front of their doors, nor will inde 
pendent taxicabs be permitted t% 
stand in the streets designiated in 
the non-parking zone, except long 
enough to take o2 and discharge 
passengers. 

Prominent among those on the 
citizens’ commission responsible for 
the ordinance after months of study 
are George D. McCutcheon, Robert
